This  is  my  fifth  annual  report  to  you.     Parts  oi 

it  refer  to  the  year  1923-24  and  parts  to  4924-25. 

HOW  MANY  OF  SANDOWN'S  CITIZENS  WILL  HAVE 
A  HIGH  SCHOOL  EDUCATION? 

During  the  last  five  years  only  9  per  cent  of  tho 
boys  and  girls  of  Sandown  have  entered  High  schooi 
That  is,  out  of  every  10  pupils  that  enter  grade  I, 
only  1  continues  into  high  school.  The  average  of  tht 
other  towns  of  the  State  is  58  per  cent.  Sandown  has 
by  far  the  lowest  percent  of  any  town  in  this  uxdon. 

The  future  social  welfare  of  Sandown  demands 
that  more  of  its  citizens  obtain  a  high  school  educa- 
tion. The  town  will  neither  be  able  to  ^attract  or 
hold  a  desirable  type  of  citizens  if  it  continues  to  have 
a  percent  so  "far  below  that  of  other  towns.  In  East 
Kingston  over  90  per  cent  enter  high  school. 

Percent  of  Grade  I  that  Continue  into  High 
School, 

In  N.  H. 58  per  cent. 

Sandown 9  per  cent. 

Recommend  going  to  high  school  to  all  Sandown 
boys  and  girls  and  their  parents. 

Of  course,  Sandown  is  so  located  that  It  is  more 
difficult  to  send  the  pupils  to  high  school,  but  it  is  not
